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Stockholm conference ends session 

STOCKHOLM (A F) - legates of the 35-nation European 
Security Conference (ESC) wound up their eighth session in two 

years on Friday after agreeing on a timetable and on a generally 

optimistic note. Agreement on the schedule was reached on the 
eve of the final day of this year’s last session. The conference is to 
be adjourned next Sept 19 and the ESC process then will be 
followed up in Vienna. Delegates from the NATO and Soviet 
blocs as well as the neutral and non-aligned states, after agreeing 
.on the schedule for next year’s four sessions, said they were 
optimistic about getting down to concrete agreements after cle- 
aring procedural issues during two years of talks. The delegates 
wfllhave 23 more working weeks next year to reach an agreement 
on measures to prevent or lessen the risk of accidental war, the 
chief aim erf the ESC. The first session next year is due to start Jan. 
28 and end March 14. •

Ministry launches 
medical tests for 
foreign workers 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry 
of Health has launched a pro- 
gramme of periodic medical exa- 
minations for non-Jordanians 
wotting in Jordan to make sure 
that they are free from bflhaizia 
and tuberculosis, a spokesman for 
the ministry said. The ministry has 
requested all departments con- 
cerned to evacuate all those who 
happen to have either epidemic, 
the spokesman added. Jordan has 
some 153,000 foreign workers, 
according to statistics of the Min- 
istry of Labour. Medical exa- 
minations will cover all nationals 
of countries with cases ofbUharzia 
and tuberculosis.

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Latest U.S. position on 
Mideast conference is not 
new — Jordanian official

AMMAN — The latest American position on 
the question of an international Middle East, 
peace conference is the same as that which 
was reached between Jordan and the U.S. 
immediately following His Majesty King 
Hussein’s talks in Washington last October 
but which had not been announced before 
due to the disrupting events of that periods, a 
senior Jordanian official said on Friday . 


The official, wlro did not want to 
be quoted by name, said: “We 
have- reached this point two 
months ago. Our positions with 
the U.S. are still not identical but 
we have agreed on the principle of 
the conference and on Palestinian' 
participation.” 

A senior US. official said Wed- 
nesday that he believed an int- 
ernational peace conference could 


be successful in bringing all skies" 
of the regional conflict into direct 
negotiations. 

But the U S . official , who talked 
to reporters on condition he not be 
named, said there remained many 
problems with such a conference, 
which was first proposed fay Jor- 
dan. 

“I think we have a better und- 
erstanding today, in foe region 


and here, about the possibility of 
putting together (a conference) so 
that it would be successful" in lea- 
ding to direct negotiations bet- 
ween the parties, he said. 

The Jordanian official told the 
Jordan Times on Friday that alt- 
hough there is an agreement on 
“the principle” of an international 
conference, “there are stSl some 
differences on certain details.” He 
mid there is an “ongoing dialogue 
‘ (between Jordan and the U.S.)on 
these details.”'

Israel sends jets over Lebanon; 
Syria says it could be dangerous 


BEIRUT (AP) — Israeli war- 
planes crashed the sound barrier 
over Beirut, the Bekaa VaDcyaniL 
foe southern port city of Sidon on 
Friday despite warnings from 
Syria that it wfll not tolerate Israeli 
air patrols over Lebanon. 

Sonic booms rattled Beirut and 
Sidon, 40 kflometres south of the 
Lebanese capital, ana sources at 
Lebanon's military command said 
Israeli warplanes swept the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley in 
East Lebanon at nridmomiog, 
foot veered westward in sup- 
ersonic runs over Beirut and 
Sidon.

Israel charged on Sunday that 
Syria has deployed Soviet- 
supplied high-altitude missiles 
along its border with Lebanon that 
could fire deep into Israel The 
charge heightened tensions in the 
Middle East. 

Israel contended the SAM-2 
missiles posed a threat to its air 
patrols over Lebanon. The United 
States appealed to Syria to remove 
them. 

But Syria rejected the plea and 
defended it’s right to deploy any 
kind of weapons necessary for its 
self-defence on its territory. 

The Damascus A 1 Baath daSy 
.of President Hafez A1 Assad’s rul- 
ing Socialist Baath Party warned 
on Thursday that Israel's “vio- 


lation of Lebanon's airspace wfll 
not be tolerated.”'

ABIDJAN (Agencies) — Nig- 
eria's military government said on 
Friday it had foiled an attempted 
roup d’etat by array officers. Wes- 
tern diplomats in the Nigerian cap- 
ital said the attempt took place on 
Wednesday in northern Nigeria. 

Lagos Radio quoted Defence 
Minis ter Major-General Domkat 
Bali as saying “a number of mil- 
itary officers have been arrested 
for attempting to 'overthrow the 
federal government.” 

It said he disclosed the abortive 
doup at a news conference in 
Lagos. 

The radio said Geo. Bali war-, 
ned that anyone else found to be 
involved would be “dealt with in 
accordance with military law.” 

No other details were given in 
the official Nigerian radio bro- 
adcast, but Western diplomats, 
reached in the Nigerian capital 
Lagos by telephone from the nea- 
rby Ivory Coast, said they had 
been informed that the coup att- 
empt took place in northern Nig- 
eria on Wednesday.

TEL AVIV (Agencies) - U5. 
investigators left Israel on Friday 
after completing interviews in 
connection with the arrest of acc- 
used spy Jonathan Pollard, the 
Israeli news agency Itiru reported.' 

Pollard, an intelligence analyst 
with the US. navy, was arrested 
with his wife outside the Israeli 
embassy in Washington last 
month. 

He was accused of selling mil- 
itary secrets to Israel over 18 
months for $45,000 in cash and. 
two trips to Europe. 

The news agency said members 
of the delegation, beaded by State 
Department legal adviser Abr- 
aham Sofaer, refused to. answer 
reporters questions as they left 
from Ben Gurion airport after a 
. nine-day stay during which a news 
‘blackout was imposed. 


A U.S. official who* demanded 
anonymity said Sofaer remained 
behind. He stayed amid reports 
that there was a last minute dis- 
agreement between foe two gov- 
ernments that prevented a pla- 
nned joint statement from being 
issued. 

Israeli officials and local media 
had reported a joint statement 
would be issued expressing sat- 
isfaction with the outcome of the 
week-long investigation here.

LONDON (Agencies) — Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi has said 
he was willing to meet Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak to dis- 
cuss ways in which Egypt might 
withdraw from the Camp David 
accord with Israel, the Libyan 
news agency JANA said.

On Friday they stepped up an 
sland-wide hunt for Abdul Latif 
Jalah, 25, a tall, stoutiy-baflt man, 
who was named with an identity 
picture issued Thursday night 
Police sources said three other 
unnamed suspects are also being 
sought for possible connections 
with what seemed a carefully-! 
planned hijack attempt. 

Larnaca court has already rem- 
anded Sami Ali Marouo Nasser. 
26, and American-born Yezid 
Jasper Sayigh, 30 since Nasser was 
arrested trying to board a Swissair 
flight to Amman at Larnaca Air- 


He added that Nasser had given 
the police the names of three other 
foreigners in addition to Sayigh. 
with whom he had been in contact 
since he arrived in Cyprus on Sun- 
day. The police are now trying to 
trace these people to question 
them, he added- . 

The bottles of Italian Chianu 
wine bad been cat open and then 
resealed and filled with a dark- 
opaque liquid after the weapons, 
wrapped in silver foil, were ins- 
erted in them, Mr. Christodoulou 
told the court. ' 

Mr. Christodoulou said Nasser 
arrived in Cyprus last Sunday and 
was arrested just before boarding 
the Swissair fligh t to Amman, with 
the United Arab Emirates as his 
final destination. Nasser appeared 
before tire same court Wednesday 
morning and was remanded in cus- 


tody for eight days. 

Mr, Christodoulou said that 
Nasser met with Sayigh every day 
during his stay on the island. 

Sayigh’s lawyer Nicos Cle- 
anthous told the court these mee- 
tings were only of a “social nature 
because of the two men’s old fri- 
endship from the days when they 
were both students at the Ame- 
rican University of Beirut." 

Mr. Christodoulou told the 
court Sayigh told him that he w as- 
studying international relations 
and was also malting a study of 
war. 

Interior Minister Constantinos 
Michael kies congratulated the 
police for their "international suc- 
cess in detecting the hidden wea- 
pons and thus foiling a hijack ope- 
ration.'” 


22 Algerians convicted of 
belonging to illegal groups 


MEDEA, Algeria (Agencies) — 
The state security court in Medea 
convicted 22 of 23 people on trial 
for membership in illegal org- 
anisations and sentenced them to 
prison terms. 

Twelve of the 23 belonged to 
the Algerian Human Rights Lea- 
gue, created in June, and 1 1 were 
members of the Committees of 
Children of Martyrs. The org- 
anisations are not recognised by 
■the one-party socialist state hea- 
ded by President Ghadli Ben- 
jedid. 

Six people were sentenced to 
three years in prison, three to two. 
years, 10 to sentences ranging 
from 10 to 18 months and three 
others to six months. There was 1 
one acquittal. 

. "Singer Ferhat Mehenni, Dr. 


Said Sadj and union leader ArezJdj 
Abboute were among those get-' 
ting the toughest sentences. Two 
lawyers, Abdenour Ali- Yaha and 
Mokrane' Ait-Larbi, received 
11 -month terras. Fettouma Ouz- 
egane, the only woman among the 
accused, was sentenced to 10 
months in prison. 

Earlier former Algerian Pre- 
sident Ahmad Ben Bella was acc- 
used of fraud two days after lau- 
nching a campaign for the lib- 
eralisation of the country’s one- 
party political system at a news 
conference in London. 

According to state auditors, he 
defrauded the state of 29 million 
dinars ($6 million) during his ten- 
ure as independent Algeria's first 
leader from 1963 to 1965, the off- 
icial News Agency APS said. 


Ivory Coast relations with 
Israel called ‘ slap in the face’ 


LONDON (AP) — West African 
radio stations broadcast mixed 
reactions to the resumption of dip- 
lomatic ties between Israel and toe 
Ivory Coast, ranging -from a “slap 
in the face” to Africa to pre- 
dictions that more such rap- 
prochements could be aear. 

An independent commercial 
station in Gabon said Israel was 
returning to favour in Africa bec- 
ause “the Arab countries have not 
really replaced the aid furnished 
by Israel.” 

The broadcasts, monitored in 
London, followed Wednesday’s 
announcement of renewed dip- 
lomatic ties following a meeting in 
Geneva between Ivory Coast Pre- 
sident Felix Houphouet -Boig ny 
and Israeli Prime Minister^ Peres. 

Burkina Faso's official radio 
said the Ivory Coast was the last 


African country to break dip-' 
lomatic relations with“the Zionist 
state” and had become the third 
African country to renew them. 

“They have all advanced lame 
excuses for resuming diplomatic 
relations with the country that 
prevents the Palestinian people 
from living peaceful ly in their own 
land,” the radio said. 

The broadcast accused 
Houphouet-Boigny of having 
"crossed the rubicon by deciding 
to resume relations with Israel.’ 

Africa Number One, a com- 
mercial Gabon station usually ref- 
lecting government thinking, said: 
‘"whose turn is it now? Here it is 
said that President Houphouet- 
Boigny— is an extremely inf- 
luential man. Names are being 
cited: Togo, * Caineroun, but 
Gabon as well.” 


200 people 
reportedly 
held in 
SLA jail 

BEIRUT (R) - At least 200 
Lebanese are held by Israelis and 
allied militiamen in a South Leb- 
anon prison barred to Int- 
ernationa] Red Cross visits, a for- 
mer detainee has said , 

Ali Hadid, 29, a Sunni Muslim 
chemist, told reporters he was 
held at Khia.a village for four 
months along with old men and 
girls. Prisoners were beaten, han- 
dcuffed, given inadequate food 
and lacked medical care, he said. 

An Internatio nal Red Cross 
spokesman in Beirut said he could 
not comment on Hadid s charges, 
adding that Israel had banned Red 
Cross inspections of South Leb- 
anon jails. 

Israel has said the prison, about 
45 kifo metres south of Beirut in an 
Israeli-declared “security zone,” 
is run solely by the Sooth Lebanon 
Army (SLA) militia 
It said in September it had freed 
the last of about 1,000 Lebanese 
and Palestinian prisoners tra- 
nsferred to Israel from a prison in 
Lebanon during its troop wit- 
hdrawal last summer. 

Hadid said the prison had nmi* 
collective cells and eight solitary 
ones. Inmates were supervised by 
Israeli security men and officers of

U.S. calls 1985 ‘a year of progress’ for Mideast peace 


WASHINGTON (USIA) - In a 
year-end wrap up on the Mideast 
peace process, a senior State Dep- 
artment official called 1985 “a 
year of progress,” noting that Jor- - 
dan and Israel accepted an agr- 
eement for direct negotiations — 
in the context of an international 
conference — and agreed that the 
Palestinian people should be inv- 
olve din every stage ofthe process. 

The official — speaking on bac- 
kground — acknowledged that 
some would view his cha- 
racterisation with scepticism and 
say he was overstating the case, 
but he said 1985 was still the year 
in which some steps were taken 
[toward the goal of peace. He said 
the position of the parties con- 
verged on several key points: 

— They agreed to work for 
prompt and direct negotiations; 

— They are no longer seeking a 
guaranteed outcome in advance; 

—They accepted the concept of 
an mtematiooal forum to facilitate 
negotiations; and 
They have relegated to the sid- 
elines the issue of a preliminary 
U.S .-Palestinian dialogue. 

He said the parties have nar- 
rowed die issues to two questions: 
The shape of an international con- 
ference or forum leading to direct 


negotiations, and the nature of the 
Palestinian representation. 

In an overview of the pasf year 
the official reminded the Was- 
hington press corps that 1984 was 
an “eventful year” in which Jor- 
dan and the PLO negotiated suc- 
cessfully to reach the Feb. 11 acc- 
ord. He said the “basic condition 
for progress is there.” He said 
both Prime Minister Peres and 
King Hussein are committed to 
the goal of direct nego tiatio ns: 

In the final analysis “lie said, 
“the desire of the parties the- 
mselves to resolve their dif- 
ferences, that is going to spell suc- 
cess or failure,” regardless of U.S. 
administration efforts. 

Earlier references to 1985 as “a 
year of decision” have not proven 
to be precise according to this off- 
icial, but he said, ' “this should not 
skew the progress that has been 
made.” He noted that both inc- 
remental and steady progress has 
been made. He said be expected 
this pattern to continue. 

“Direct negotiations are the 
only productive way to proceed,” 
he said, in the next few weeks 
there will be .a focus “on what kind 
of conference is acceptable to both 
sides.” He also said, '“an int- 
ernational conference is acc- 


eptable to us, but only as an event 
which would lead to direct neg- 
otiations between the parties.” 
“Over the last several months 
you have beard us use this podium 

— and in other nffiHal statements 

— use words such as auspices, r 
framework, context. This was a 
way of signalling that we don’t' 
have a specific set of ideas on the 
exact shape of the international 
arrangements that would work. 
Whatever promises to lead to suc- 
cessful direct negotiations is going 
to be, obviously, our preferred 
choice.”' 

The official also stressed that, 
“time is not inexhaustible. 

“Certain decisions have to be 
taken, and have to be taken soon,” 
he stressed- He also noted that the 
Reagan administration has been 
“actively nurturing” the peace 
process and that both President 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
George Shultz have a strong 
commitment to assisting the par- 
ties to start direct negotiations. 

He said he expects such ass- 
istance to continue in the weeks 
and months to come, and he war- 
ned that the U.S. would not let 
"terrorist incidents’" distract it. 
"Success ” he said, however, “will 


depend, in the end, on the parties, 
themselves”' 

The official said, “Syria con- 
tinues to be an important piece to 
the regional puzzle” for peace, but 
“the prospects of serious eng- 
agement by Syria are pro- 
blematic.”'^!' the question and 
answer period he was asked to cla- 
rify “problematic” and he said he 
meant “open to question.’" 
Whereas Syria was once saying 
that there was no basis for a peace 
process in the Middle East bec- 
ause the Arab World'was“too div- 
ided,” the administration official 
said he did not hear this on his 
most recent visit to Damascus. 
Whether this was an inadvertent 
omission, or not, he could not say. 
- Asked about the possible Soviet 
role in an international conference 
the official said: “The Soviet role 
has been addressed many times 
over the moaihs. ,r lf they showed 
a willingness to play a constructive 
role, the Americans would wel- 
come it, he said, but to date they 
have not seen this. The Soviets 
have not demonstrated an interest 
in attaining peace, he said, but also 
conceded that, "nothing is static.’* 
He also stressed that, "the- 

dock is ticking for all parties, ’"and. 

denied that the U.S. felt any less 


sense of urgency about the peace 
process than in the past. 

The Reagan administration off- 
icial was also asked whether he 
thought the miss ile crisis between 
Syria and Israel had passed. He 
said: "No, it is still very much on 
the minds of all of us in the region 
and in- Washington.”' ;* 

He was also asked if he thought 
the Syrians were trying to throw a 
wrench in the peace process with 
the missile crisis. He said he was 
merely “speculating,” bat be tho- 
ught not 

The official was also asked what 
effect U.S. congressional actions 
on arms sales to Jordan might 
have on Amman. The official said 
he could not say that a negative 
congressional action would des- 
troy the peace process, but that it 
would "slow it down and put it at 
risk.”' The most recent con- 
gressional action has already aff- 
ected the King’s confidence in the 
US., on a whole range of issues, 
the offici al noted. 

"Jordan is going to get arms. I 
hope they are going to be ours. It is 
important that they be ours,” be 
said. He also explained that Jor- 
dan’s overtures toward Syria do 
not mean that "Jordan is bac- 
ksliding” in the peace process. 


PLO rejects Shultz’s accusations

MANAMA, Bahrain (Agencies) 
— The Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) has rejected as 
“disgraceful and erroneous” sta- 
tements attributed to U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz who . 
accused the PLO of terrorist per- 
petrations. 

The. official Palestinian News 
'Agency WAFA has distributed a 
PLO statement in Tunisia acc- 
using the U.S. administration of 
involvement in anti-Palestinian 
“terrorist operations committed 
by Israel.” An account of the sta- 
tement was distributed in Bahrain 
by the Gulf News Agency. 

What angered the PLO was 
Shultz's remark at a press con- 
ference in Belgrade Tuesday, 
when he denounced terrorism and 
the PLO. 

Mr. Shultz appealed for int- 
ernational cooperation against 
terrorism' rejecting Yugoslav 
Foreign Minister Raff Diz- 
darevic's contention that the PLO 
should not be held responsible for 
terrorist acts by individual Pal- 
estinians. 

“I think we’re making a little 
headway in helping to create a 
genuine recognition of the ser- 
iousness of terrorism, and the 
PLO is a part of that,” Mr. Shultz 
was quoted as saying. 

Earlier on his European tour, 
Mr. Shultz chided Western gov- 
ernments that have relations with 
the PLO, saying the PLO should 
not be given international status 
as long as it rejected "the basic 
premises of the (Middle East) 
peace process.” 

The PLO statement said that 
during his European tour the U.S. 
secretary "has exposed beyond 
doubt the involvement of the 


American administration in the 
latest terrorist perpetrations 
committed by Israel in the Middle 
East 

It cited die Israeli air raid on the 
PLO headquarters in Tunisia last 
October, in addition to other uns- 
pecified "systematic tenor Ope- 
rations against our (Palestinian) 
people.” 

The statement sail that Mr. 
Shultz was “openly brazen in den- 
ying (ignoring) the positive and 
grand role of the PLO, Egypt end 
Italy in saving the lives of 400 hos- . 
rages aboard the Italian cruise ship 
Achille Lauro. These hostages inc- 
luded a large number of Ame- 
ricans.” 

“Hus is disgraceful and err- 
oneous,” it said. “Shultz also den- 
ied (ignored) brazenly the PLO’s 
role in saving the first group of 
American hostages in Iran and its 
effort to arrange the safe dep- 
arture of 6,000 American citizens 
from Lebanon in 1975 and 1976. 
In addition, the PLO protected all' 
embassies in western Beirut, inc- 
luding the American embassy.” 

The PLO chided Mr. Shultz for 
ignoring the "just struggle” of the 
Palestinian people to determine 
their own destiny. 

It said that the Reagan adm- 
inistration was "bent on directly 
involving the American people in 
the Middle East struggle ... this is 
very much the same error that 
former American President (Lyn- 
don B.) Johnson and his adm- 
inistration committed in Vie- 
tnam...” 

While flying home after a 
10-day European visit, Mr. Shultz 
said, "I just want people to see 
that in the United States we feel 
very strongly about this subject. 1

It was apparently referring to 
earlier rejections by Iraq, Yug- 
oslavia and Italy of U5. requests 
to surrender Abu Abbas. 

The broadcast said the U S. sta- 
tement was "part of a propaganda 
campaign aimed at preparing 
world public opinion to accept » 
big, terrorist, aggressive act aga- 
inst the PLO.” 

It said it had evidence which led 
it to expect a -Israeli attack . 
on the PLO, similar to an Israeli 
air raid on its headquarters in Tun- 
isia in October.

CAIRO (R) — About 1,000 people rallied here to demand the 
release of a policeman accused of kilting seven Israeli tourists on 
Oct. 5. Corporal Soliman Khater is being tried by a military 
tribunal on charges of murdering the seven and intent to kill two 
others at a beach on the Gulf of Aqaba. The verdict is expected on 
Dec. 28. ConvictioQ could mean a death sentence. 

Mayor of Bethlehem appeals for ftmds 

COPENHAGEN (R) — The Mayor of Bethlehem, Elias Freij, 
has appealed to Scandinavian churches for financial support for 
the town where Jesus Christ was boro. In an interview published 
Thursday by the Danish News Agency Ritzaus, he said the people 
of Bethlehem would appreciate $10 a year from every Sca- 
ndinavian church to improve the square in front of the church 
marking the birth ate.

The conference also suggested 
expansion of a project of the soc- 
iology depart nent at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan which con- 
tributes to setting up soda! dev- 
elopment centres in populous 
areas of the country. It also sug- 
gested that the Princess Rahma 
Centre for Social Develop.nent in 
Hay Hamian should be mai- 
ntained as an experl nental .nodel 
and training centre for Jordanian 
and Arab students in the com- 
nun ity development field. 


Contrary to what was expected, 
the draft law was approved with 
virtually no debate and after the 
House turned down a proposal by 
deputy Riyadh Nawaiseh to send 
the law back to the legal com- 
mittee “as it reflects dear vio- 
lation of the essence of the Jor- 
J a man constitution.” 

Deputy Laith Shbeilat was quo- 
ted as saying that deputies with 
strong religious feelings in par- 
liament agreed to vote for the law’ 
after the government dropped a 
provision "calling for obligatory 
licensing of preachers. 

The new law gives the .ninister 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
power to ban preaching or spe- 
eches in .nosques if the preacher 
violates guidelines against attacks 
or provocations aimed at any per- 
son or institution. 

According to the new law, pre- 
achers who violate regulations will 
first be warned by written notices 
from the Ministry of Islamic Aff- 
airs and in case of a second vio- 
lation they will face imprisonment 
terms ranging from one week to 
one month and fines up to J D 1 00. 
The .ninister is entitled to lift a ban 
i . nposed on a preacher if he dee, ns 
reasons behind the dismissal no 
longer valid. 

The law also states that the .nin- 
istry is the party to train and reh- 
abilitate preachers. 

■Another provision in the law 
calls for the for .nation of a pre- 
aching and guidance council to be 
charged with laying down the fra- 
mework and policy of preaching 
and guidance. This council will 
also be entrusted “with creating 
an atmosphere free of conflicts 
and divisions and chaos” at mos- 
ques throughout the Kingdom. 

Dr. Nawaiseh, an outspoken 
critic of government policies, was 


virtually the only deputy who rai- 
sed reservations over the draft law 
and called for sending the measure 
back to tiie legal committee for 
further study. “The draft law con- 
stitutes a violation of the freedom 
of expression and individual opi- 
nion,” be told the lawmakers. 

“It contravenes article No. 15 of 
the Jordanian constitution in 
which the govern .nent guarantees 
freedom of opinion, and the right 
of every citizen to freely express 
his opinion through speech, the 
written word and all means of exp- 
ression.” 

Replying to Dr. Nawaiseh's 
remarks. Prime Minister ZaiJ 
Rifai said “a deputy can express 
his point of view during the dis- 
cussion of the concerned draft 
law,” but a request to send a draft 
law back to a certain committee is 
in violation of the House's statute. 

Lower House Speaker A kef Al 
Fayez then suggested the Jis.nissaJ 
of Dr. Nawaiseh's proposal. Dep- 
uties favoured the speaker's sug- 
gestion and Dr. Nawaiseh's pro- 
posal was crossed out of the age- 
nda. 

Defending the govem.nent- 
for.nulated draft law, Mr. Rifai 
told the session that some pre- 
achers were unqualified and not 
professionally informed enough 
on religious affairs. 

“We" are facing certain cases 
where some preachers are unq- 
ualified for their .nissions as there 
are some people who teach rel- 
igious courses without being up to 
ffie standard required for such a 
noble task,” Mr. Rifai said, adding 
that "some ignorant preachers are 
issuing ( fahutwi ) without referring 
to basic Isla.nic creeds.”

ordance with Isla nic teachings. 

During Thursdays session, a 
□umber of deputies also sub.nitteJ 
suggestions on behalf of their con- 
stituencies in regard to pressing 
economic issues. 

Mr. MufeeJ Mubaslat. deputy 
for Nablus, called on the gov- 
ernment to lift travel restrictions 
to and from the West Bank. He 
also urged .nore funds to improve 
public services in the occupied ter- 
ritories. Another. suggestion made 
by -lr. Mubaslat was for the iss- 
uance of regulations to ease mar- 
keting procedures of West Bank 
agricultural proJucts both locally 
and on a regional level..

Al Ra’i: The forgotten cause 


THE return of Israel to Africa is a dangerous sign for the Arabs and a 
threat for their endeavours to prevent Zionism from spreading its 
hegemony in African nations and enlisting their support for Israel's 
policies. African nations severed relations with Israel du ring the 
1973 war and when the Arabs were at the highest point of -their 
cohesion and solidarity. The gradual return of diplomatic ties bet- 
ween Israel and the African nations paves the way for Zionist inf- 
luence in the black continent and constitutes a first step towards 
Israeli efforts to gain support from African states for its practices 
against the Arab countries and for ensuring constant supply of ura- 
nium and other mineral resources for Israeli war industry. The Arab 
states should take speedy moves to abort Israel's aims and objectives; 
and should embark on immediate contacts with the leaders of Afr- 
ican states to warn them of the danger of Israeli presence in Africa. 
The Arabs should couple this endeavour by showing more solidarity 
among themselves and by adopting unified policies with regard to 
regional and international issues. 


Al Diistour: Hopeful signs 


IF the reports are true about an imminent change of Washington's 
policy towards the convening of an international conference on the 
. Middle East then the future could witness an important development 
towards finding a solution for the Arab-Israeli conflict. King Hussein 
was among the first leaders who called for such a conference in 
• expression of Jordan's deep faith in the role the United Nations can 
play in world affairs in general and towards the establishment of 
peace in this region in particular. King Hussein made it clear that the 
United State's opposition to such a conference constituted a major 
stumbling bloc in the path of peace. Most world nations have realised 
the necessity of such a conference and expressed their view in the 
recent U.N. General Assembly meeting. These nations also voiced 
. torn! opposition to Israel's inhuman practices against the Arab pop- 
ulation under its occupation and their condemnation of the Arae- 
-rican stand that rejects such a conference that would usher in aperiod 
of genuine peace and stability. Therefore, if the American change of 
heart is imminent then this will be a welcome development which we 
hope will yield fruitful results.

REGARDLESS of the news analysis and the speculations by Wes- 
tern media about the visit which the Iraqi president has made to the 
Soviet Union, we regard it as successful in bolstering Soviet-Arab 
ties. The visit has put an end to all rumours about worsening relations 
between Moscow and Baghdad and is bound to stop all propaganda 
campaigns against Iraq, launched by certain Arab capitals. The Sov- 
iet Union has proved to be a real friend of the Arabs and Iraq would 
not find a better friend than the Soviet Union in its endeavourto fend 
off aggression. The Iraqis as well as the rest of the Arab states, have

Kreisky: The founding fathers of Israel should 


be the trustees of Mideast peace 


* Dr. Bruno ftreisky is the former chancellor of Austria, and has long 
been active in Palestinian affairs arul the \4uUtie East pence process . 

. The following is an address he ttelivered timing the conference of 
Mon-Govemmental Organisations on the question of Palestine held in 
Geneva Sept v-!2: 


I HAVE been very doubtful wfie- ■ 
titer I should accept the invitation 
to talk about the question, how to . 


Middle East. For some decades I 

am trying to do it, without any vis- 
ible success. Finally, I accepted. 
Let me give some reasons for that: 
It is an experience of my life, that 
there are no hopeless situations in 
the wide field of foreign affairs. 
There have been many situations 
which seemed to be totally hop- 
eless. Some very few words about 
this. 

In my own country, democracy 
disappeared through our own 
Austrian fascists supported by 
Mussolini in the neighbourhood, 
surrounded by countries which 
had semifascist regimes like the 
Horty regime in Hungary and the 
Yugoslavian military dictatorship. 
Only two countries had been 
democracies — Techechoslovalda 
and Switzerland. 

In 1938 the Austrian fascism 
had been overthrown by Hitler 
and his army. It was a hopeless 
situation and I spent some tune in 


prison under both dictatorships. 
Finally, I could get out and go to 


Finally, I could get out and go to 
Sweden. A year after. World War 


n broke out,' as we know today, 
because of incompetent lea- 
dership in the Western dem- 
ocracies. After a short time, Hitler 
was the master of Europe. One 
country after the other had been 
conquered. Only Britain resisted. 
Hitler asked the capitulation and 
incredibly enough, tie got the ver- 
bal support of Stalin. 

But Britain's Churchill and 
Be via refused and Hitler finally 
made war against Russia; Japan 
entered the war, the situation 
seemed to be hopdess. Hitler lost 
and we all have witnessed die ren- 
aissance of democracies in Eur- 
ope. Hundreds of rmUions of peo- 
ple became free. My conclusion: 
there is never a reason to give up. 
And in all modesty, allow me to 
say, that I was one who enc- 
ouraged at that tune a lot of peo- 
ple in the isolated Swedish dem- 
ocracy. I told them, that Hitler will 
lose at the end. 

Now let me give you another 
example: My own country, we 
had, after the defeat of Hitler fas- 
cism, all the four powers stationed 
in Austria— for ten years. We had- 
to face ten years of negotiations. It 
seemed hopeless. Many people 


during these ten years told me that 
Austria will never be a free cou- 
ntry. Itwill be under the control of 
the four powers forever. I never 
gave up to encourage the Aus- 
trians that the day will come. The 
day came, and the Austrian state 
treaty had been concluded. 

I told you about my personal 
experience, to tell you why I feel 
le gitimat ed to talk about the qne- 
soon of bow to encourage the 
peace process. I am not coming 
with a plan, I am concentrating on 
three facts. One of the most imp- 
ortant resolutions of the United 
Nations had been the resolution 
about the creation of the State of 
Israel. This was the legal basis for 
its existence, but the content of 
this resolution was, that two cou- 
ntries should live side by side — a 
Jewish one and an Arab one. (The 
Soviet Union and the United Sta- 
tes have been the founding fat- 
hers). 

One of the most important res- 
olutions the United Nations ever 
adopted, was the Resolution 242, 
adopted by the Security Council. 
It is necessary to stress that both 
resolutions had been strongly 
supported by the Soviet Union 
and the United States of America. 
This resolution is still valid and we 
can never accept the resolutions of 
the United Nations adopted in this 
way should be year after year ign- . 
ored by the parties involved.. 


What should and what could 
now be done to get it fulfilled ott a 
realistic level? 

The best way would be to create 
a special commission of the Uni- 
ted Nations to deal with the pro- 
blems of the Middle East. There 
are two highly important {dans: 
One is the Reagan plan, which is 
dealing with the problem of the 
Middle East in a very concise way . 

I do not believe that ths plan as 
such has a chance to be adopted by 
the parties concerned, but it is a 
proposal of the President of one of 
the biggest nations in the world. 
And Israel can only exist if the 
United States is permanently sup- 
porting Israel with billions of dol- 
lars and more and more highly 
sophisticated arms. 

Is it really thinkable that there 
will not be a follow-up of the Rea- 
gan plan, is it really possible that in . 
the tong run the United States can 
refuse to discuss their own plan in 
an international commission? But 
what makes things still more imp- 
ortant, some days later, the Arab 
summit-conference adopted the

Pakistan’s president 


looks to the future 


Pakistan seems to be in limbo: Military rule may come to an end soon 
and there may be parliamentary democracy within months but pol- 
iticians of the “opposition" bide their time. John Elliot explains why 
upheaval see/ns unlikely in a semi- democratic nation. 


ISLAMABAD: Pakistan's mil- 
itary ruler for the past eight years. 
General Zia U1 Haq, is on the 
brink of pulling off a major coup 
by steering the country into a form 
of parliamentary democracy wit- 
hout any sign of major political 
unrest or violent upheaval. 

■ Barring foture mishaps, he is 
also set to remain president until 
1990, and has changed the con- 
stitution so that he and his military 
regime are legally indemnified for 
all their controversial acts since he 
took power from the late Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto in 
1977. Most of the martial law leg- 
islation has been transferred into 
the constitution. 

He has checkmated the cou- 
ntry's traditional political parties 
with growing confidence and ease. 
Opposition leaders have decided 
to lie low because they know there 
is no tnood in the country for a 
revolt and they do not want to 
stage ineffectual disturbances 
which could give President Zia an. 
excuse to extend martial law. 

They argue that the country will 
continue to be ruled by a rep- 
ressive regime and hope to garner 
support for demonstrations in four 
or five months' time. 

There is a sense of app- 
rehension about how the new bal- 
ance of power between the pre- 
sident, the army and an elected 
but non-party National Assembly 
will work in practice. But the gen- 
eral mood is of resignation to the 
changes planned by President Zia 
rather than enthusiasm or opp- 
osition. ‘ " . 

The political stability has been 
helped by a recovery of the cou-. 
□try's economy which is, for the 
time being, stronger than seemedl 
likely a few months ago. Exports 
in 1984-85 fell from a planned* 
S3.1 billion to S2.4 billion and 
remittances from Pakistanis wor- 
king abroad dropped sharply from 
a peak of about $3 billion to $2.4 
billion. 

More than $1 billion was drawn 
down from foreign exenange res- 
erves which fell by August 1 985 to 
only $322 million, raising the pro- 
spect of the country having to 
make a formal application for a 
jtandby facility from the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF). 

That immediate danger has pas- 
sed, thanks to an increase in exp- 
orts in the four months from July 
to October of 28 per cent and in 
remittances of 7 per cent plus an 
inflow of funds into new gov-, 
era meat bonds. "Pakistan has- 
decided not to ask the IMF at the 
moment for a standby loan,*'' says 
Mr. Mabubul Haq, the former 
World Bank executive and Pla- 
nning Minister who earlier this 
year became Finance Minister. 

But the government is still wor- 
ried about the balance of pay- 
ments and is finalising plans to 
change its trading practices by 
entering into counter-trading arr- 
angements with three int-' 
emationai companies. It hopes 
that this will boost export income 
by S500 million a year. 

"We still have to keep a tre- 
mendous pressure up because the 
balance of payments can slip at 
any time," says Mr. Haq. 

“1 can't count on the rem- 
ittances any more — we must have 
permanent exports to replace the 
remittances.’’

he asked the U.S. to double an 
existing $3.2 billion five-year aid 
package which expires in 1987 for 
another five years tol992.

diplomats say Pakistan is unlikely 
to receive as much as this and Mr. 
Haq is now talking about a “50 to' 
100 per cent increase." He has 
also asked for the defence aid to 
be provided on cheap con- 
cessional terms. 

President Zia's confidence in 
the country's stability has been 
demonstrated by his decision, rev- 
ealed in a recent interview, to give 
up his top army post. “I shall retire 
. honourably as Chief oLArmy Staff 
as soon as martial law is lifted. I 
cannot remain in uniform as Chief 
of Staff and Supreme Commander 
after that — it would not be logical 
at all " he said. 

He refused to name a date for 
these events but one popular opt- 
ion for the end of martial law is 
December 25, the anniversary of 
the birth of Mohammad Ali Jin- 
nah, founder of Pakistan. 

He will remain President, hav- 
ing declared himself elected for 
five years by a referendum held on' 
his Islamisation policies in Nov- 
ember 1984. He intends to stay in 
that post till the next elections in 
1990 when, he says, be will retire. 

The power of the President is j 
still supreme, but Gen. Zia will , 
have to share his authority with 
the man he names as Chief of Staff 
(possibly Gen. Arif, a dose aide)' 
and with both Mr. Mohammad 
Khan Junejo, the prime minister,' 
and the non-party assembly. Ele- . 
cted early this year, it has been- 
flexing some moderately ind- 
ependent muscles in recent weeks. 

However, as a dissident judge 
puts it: “The president will always, 
be strong and the prime minister 
weak when there are no political 
parties in the assembly.'* 

President Zia dearly does not 
want his authority challenged by 
the emergence of parties, par-; 
ticularly the important People’s 
Party of Pakistan (PPP) now hea- 
ded by Miss Benazir Bhutto, dau- 
ghter of the late prime minister. 
Miss Bhutto recently returned to 
Europe after her second spell of 
house arrest in Karachi. 

Gen. Zia claims it is illogical to 
have political parties operating 
outside the assembly when there 
are no formal parties inside. So he 
hopes that a new political parties 
bill will ban party activities until 
the run-up to the next assembly 
elections, due in 1990. 

, The freedom of political act- 
ivists such as Miss Bhutto — who 
has said she will return as soon as 
possible — to move around in the 
country, and the risk of their being 
arrested, will depend on this bifi 
because martial laws passed into 
the constitution recently provide 
for detention of people causing ill- 
egal disturbances. 

There was rural uprising in the 
southern province of Sind two 
years ago, led by a coalition of 
opposition parties called the Mov- 
ement for the Restoration of 
Democracy, aided by almost all 
the area’s feudal landlords.

‘Think-tanks’ play major role in shaping U.S. policy

WASHINGTON (R) - In plush 
offices a short walk from the 
White House, scholars, analysts 
and former government officials 
strive to influence U.S. policies in 
a quiet but major arena of the 
Washington power game. 

Known as "think-tanks” to 
Americans, there are more than 
70 such private, non-profit res- 
earch centres in Washington 
alone. 

Some have household names on 
their payrolls, such as the Centre 
for Strategic and International 
Studies (CS1S) which boasts 
fomer Secretary of State" Henry 
Kissinger and one-time national 
security advisor Zbigniew Brz- 
ezmski. 

But Kissinger and Brzezmslri 
are not the only stars that adorn 
their letterheads. 

Because they are favourite roo- 
sts for out-of-power U.S. officials, 
fertile hunting grounds for pol- 
itical talent scouts and prime sou- 
rces of comment for news rep- 
orters, think- tanks are often said 
to be the closest thing the United 
States has to a shadow gov- 
ernment. 

Their main function is to exa- 


mine issues, but they have long i 
since made the transition from 
intellectual ivory towers to well- 
connected purveyors of inf- 
ormation and ideas to tire gov- 
. eminent 

The Conservative Heritage 
Foundation, renownpd for its 
White House connections, rec- 
ently put together a briefing book 
for the administration as President 
Reagan was preparing for his 
Geneva summit meeting with Sov- 
iet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Tire Kremlin chief himself is no 
. stranger to the work of the Ame- 
rican research organisations. A 
U.S. congressional aide told Ren- 
ters he saw a Washington think- 
tank report on Gorbachev’s desk 
when House of Representatives 
speaker Thomas O'Neill visited 
him at tire Kremlin a few months 


Another major example of the 
research groups’ influence was 
President Carter’s 1978 der- 
1 egulation of the U.S. airline ind- 
ustry, which has led to cut-throat 
‘ competition among the ah lines 
and reduced fares for passengers. 
That idea grew out of economic 
studies by Washington’s Bro- 
okings Institution. 

Many of tire concepts und- 


erlying- Reagan’s proposed tax 
reforms stem from worie done by 
tire American Enterprise Institute 
( AFT ) and the California-based 
Hoover Institution on War, Rev- 
olution and Phace, as well as the 
- Heritage Foundation. 

While there are counterparts 
elsewhere, including London’s 
International Institute for Str- 
ategic Studies, think-tanks are 
nowhere so numerous or so much 
apart —albeit un o fficial — of tire 
policy-making process asm Ame- 
rica. 

The U.S. groups enjoy tax- 
exempt status and that bars them 
from promoting specific policy 
proposals or taking political 
stands, their administrators say. 

But they do embody general 
political philosophies tht& are Sta- 
red by the corporations, fou- 
ndations and wealthy individuals 
who finance them. 

Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader and other critics contend 
that some think-tanks amount to 
"fronts" for their patrons, adv- 
ancing such controversial pro- 
posals as letting private industry 
.take over the U.S. mail service — 
an idea put forward by Heritage. 

"They are able to suggest things 
that would get a corporation into' 


public' relations trouble,” said 
.Nader. 

The' research groups deny their 
patrons excercise any unseemly* 
influence upon their work. 

.At the top of the Washington 
think-tank pecking order in terms- 
of money and stout are CSIS^ 
Brookings, Heritage and AEL 

CSIS, a serai-autonomous 
branch of Georgetown University, 
‘brings & conservative, strong- 
defence viewpoint to foreign pol- 
icy problems. Its annual budget of 
the nearly $9 million is partially 
underwritten by leading defence 
contractors such as Rockwell Int- 
ernational and Boeing. 

Heritage, established by beer 
tycoon Joseph Coots and still sup- 
ported by him, also has a con- 
servative outlook. 

Brookings, started by a liberal* 
businessman at the turn of the ccn- 
tury, and the moderate American 
Enterprise Institute are funded in 
tiie mam by contributors from the 
ombre and left of tire political spe- 


At CSIS, m u ch of the current 
thinking focuses cm terrorism. 

"We were looking at terrorism 
before the governm ent rea lised it 
was an issue " said CSIS’S Leslie

Documentaries 

Rather a lot of these this week, 
starting with Antomama tonight 
A seasonal subject here in a sense, 
since drunk driving — which cau- 
ses three deaths every hour in 
America — is one of foe' aspects 
investigated in “Staying Alive.” 
The last 100 years has brought 
about between 15 and 20 million 
deaths from road accidents aro- 
und foe world. Apart from chunks, 
foe programme also looks at how a 
vast percentage of these lives 
could be saved by the fitting of 
simple and cheap safety features 
to all family cars, such as rear seat 
belts, but that most car man- 
ufacturers refuse to do so in order 
to keep costs down. It trill be int- 
eresting to see if this programme 
also acknowledges foe ways in 
which the adoption of some safety 
features have led, oddly enough, 
to increased loss of life in other 
fields. For instance: since foe int- 
roduction of compulsory wearing 
of front-seat-belts in England 
some years ago, the number of 
deaths amongst front-seat pas- 
sengers there has fallen dra- 
matically. But there has also been 
a rise in pedestrians and cyclists 
killed, since town-drivers now 
psychologically feel safer and so 
drive faster. Macabrely, more 
people are also dying now in Eng- 
land through kidney and liver fai- 
lure. Why? Because foe supply of 
donor organs from car-crash vic- 
tims is dryin g up! Talk about the 
swings and foe round-abouts. 
Sunday has more from Vista, and 
an episode entitled “H2 Ove- 
rview As the cleverly punning' 
■title would suggest, it is all about 
water. It’s supply, or the lack of, 
the dwindling resources, as in the 
Amazon delta, pollution, and 
means of filtering it Wednesday 
has, on jhe Surface; a very seasonal 
programme indeed for .Christinas 
Day^ sfi&Se ’the' episode is failed 
“Eat,'Drink^AndBe Mferij^.Biit 
.not really since, foouglTTood. is 
mentioned, it is only really in foe 
context of how foe need to simply 
and feed the modera armies bro- 
ught about canned foods. The rest 
of the programme has a rollicking 
good tune examining spears, guns 
"and missile fuel. Remember the* 
second half of this episode’s title? 
Finally, Friday has the first part of 
a two-part documentary that sho- 
uld delight all fDra-buffs: an ind- 
epfo study of foe career of one of 
foe greatest of all modern film dir- 
ectors, David Lean. In the five 
decades in which he has been wor- 
king, Lean has directed (and in 
.many instances also written) rel- 
atively few films, but they have a B 
been masterpieces, picking up 
between them no fewer than 26 
Oscars, films such as ** Great Exp- 
ectations” (1 934), “Oliver Twist” 
(1948), “The Bridge On The 
River Kwai” {1957), “Ryan’s 
Daughter” (1970), and most rec- 
ently, “A Passage To India” 


(1984), have" all attested to" his 
superb range of skills and breadth 
of vision, and his ability to bring 
out foe best in his star actors, not- 
able amongst whom is Alec Gui- 
nness. It is typical of Lean's skill 
that a large apportion of his Osc- 
ars have been won in two dep- 
artments: musk and, more imp- 
ortantly, photography. Also ind- 
icative of his strength is the fact 
that he stays true to people he has 
been well served by in foe past 
Guinness for acting Maurice Jarre 
for music, and Frederick A. 
Young for photography. (It must 
be said that nis other major film — 
which is quite understandably not 
referred to in this documentary, 
■fails because it relies for scource 
material on a fallacious and self- 
aggrandising book, but succeeds 1 
where all Lean’s films succeed: in 
acting, music and photography. 
On reflection it is perhaps a pity 
that here these aspects were so 
successful, bearing in mind how 
the West believes all it sees on-the 
screen, and if you don’t know 
which film I am talking about, 
then what the mind doesn’t know, 
the heart needn’t grieve over).

In the Communist world. Int- 
ernational Women’s Day is usu- 
ally a serious occasion.

Wenjjaqg County, one tenant 
farmer grosses 80,000 yuan 
(about 528,000) a year from wild 
Sowers and polled plants.

The U.S. official's remarks on 
Wednesday appeared to indicate a 
more flexible U.S. attitude tow- 
ards Soviet and Syrian par- 
ticipation in the proposed con- 
ference which Washington and 
Israel previously opposed. 

Hie U.S. official, who is closely 
connected to Middle East issues, 
sard that Syria was showing signs 
of easing its opposition to Arab- 
Isradi peace talks. 

“The fact is, it was not as absurd 
subject to talk about the peace 
process a few weeks ago in Dam- 
ascus," he said. “They have clear 
positions- but they're ready to 
discuss (peace) and that was a 
change from six, seven months 
. previously." 

. Tbe Ui. official said he did not 
believe that Syria's movement last 
month of anti-aircraft missiles clo- 
ser to the Lebanese border was an 
attempt to stall the peace process. 


Rather, he said, “I see it in context 
of their whole defence- arr- 
angements.** ■ 

The US. official also said that 
the idea of a U.S.- 
Jordanian-Palestinxan meeting, 
which could have been a major 
move towards a more significant 
peace- dialogue, has been “rel- 
egated to the sidelines." 

The official said the broader 
problems of a U.S.- 
Jordanjan-Palestinian meeting, 
rather than the difficulty in finding 
acceptable Palestinian par- 
ticipants, “sidelined" the idea'. 

U^. diplomats said here on Fri- 
day that U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard Murphy has no 
immediate plans to return to the 
Middle East to discuss his cou- 
ntry’s stand on the issue of an int- 
ernational conference. The .dip- 
lomats said that a new visit to the 
region by the American official 
would have to wait for new dev- 
elopments in the area. 


‘The U.S. remains very much 
engaged"' in efforts to. solve the 
Palestinian problem and “we 
would not be surprised by Mr. 
Murphy’s coming back here in the 


new year, him being our point 
man." one diplomat said. “How- 


“How- 
ever, the assistant secretary of 
state has no immediate plans to 
come here and any new visit by 
him would wait for new dev- 
elopments in the region." 

In Tel Aviv, Israeli- Foreign 
Minis ter Yitzhak Shamir said on 
Friday that Israel will not agree to 
negotiate with Jordan within the 
framework of an international 
conference. 

“Our friends from the UaiteJ 
States must know that if they come 
up with a formula for an int- 
ernational conference . .. this is not 
satisfactory. We will not accept 
it," Reuters quoted Shamir as say- 
ing at a businessmen's club. 

The foreign minister's com- 
ments appeared to be in div- 


ergence from the official stand 
taken by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. The Israeli premier has 
expressed a desire for direct talks 
with Jordan bnt has raid Israel 
would be willing for negotiations 
to be launched at an international 
forum. 


In Washington on Thursday, 
State Department deputy spo- 
kesman Charles Redman told 
questioners that direct neg- 
otiations between Israel and Jor- 
dan remains the U.S. objective in 
the current phase of the Middle 
East peace process. And he said 
there is a need for establishing an 
international context of support 
for those negotiations. 

He was asked about comments 
made by the senior State Dep- 
artment official who spoke on 
Wednesday. 

“Our objective in this phase of 
the Middle East peace process 
remains direct negotiations,'* 


Redman said. 

“ We have many times noted our 
understanding of Jordan's desire 
for an international context and 
have said that we would be wor- 
king with the parties to achieve a 
context that meets the political 
needs of those involved," the dep- 
uty spokesman said. “In our view, 
such a context, by whatever name 
— and the senior official went thr- 
ough those options in detail — 
must lead promptly to direct neg- 
otiations and must not be able to 
impose its own will on the neg- 
otiating parties.”

A1 Amal said the executive 
cominittee of the “Lebanese For- 
ces" was due to meet Friday in 
east Beirut to review dev- 
elopments and then send its neg- 
otiators back to Damascus. 

By conservative estimate, more 
than 100,000 people have been 
killed in the decade-old civil war.

home. 

Lesotho Radio, in a lunchtime ‘ 
broadcast, said the victims were 
“brutally murdered during a raid 
one two homes by South African 
commandos using guns fitted with 
silencers." 

Police stood guard outside the 
home where the seven blacks were 
gunned down. Reporters at the 
scene said blood was spattered in 
the dining room. 

Lesotho Radio said the attack 
took place before dawn. In Joh- 
annesburg, the Star newspaper 
said the white woman killed wasa 
South African identified as Miss 
Quinn. She and her mixed-race 
companion had a nine-month-old 
baby who escaped injury, the new- . 
spaper said. 


Lesotho Radio said police were 
searching for the owner of the 
house who had hosted the party

Reports on both sides say Iran 
has massed huge troop con- 
centrations on foe southern and 
central war fronts. 

“We strongly ask you to sho- 
ulder your responsibility, assigned 
to you according to the U.N. Cha- 
rter, to prevent Iran from cou- 
n tinning its aggression on Iraq and 
to... commence under your aus- 
pices unconditional negotiations 
to achieve a just and com- 
prehensive peace settlement," 
Mr. Aziz said in his message. 

Iran has so far rebuffed U.N. 
and other peace efforts, insisting 
on the removal of the Iraqi gov- 


ernment and the payment of $200 
billion in reparations. 

Mr. Aziz said Iraq would take 
the necessary measures to stop the 
buildup of troops and to crush any 
offensive. 

Iraq said on Thursday that a 
visit to Moscow this week by Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein had con- 


tributed to further friendship and 
coooeration with the Soviet 


cooperation with the Soviet 
Union. 

“The visit contributed to a fur- 
ther development of relations of 
friendship and cooperation bet- 
ween Iraq and the Soviet Union 
and has deepened the basis for 
these relations," an official sta- 
tement said. 

The statement was issued after a 
joint meeting chaired by President 
Hussein of the ruling Rev- 
olutionary Command Council and 
regional leadership of the Arab 
Baath Socialist Party.

BRUSSELS (OPECNA) - Gulf 
petrochemical producers have, 
won a significant concession in 
their battle for freer access to 
European markets. 

After almost one year of hectic 
negotiations, they have finally 
persuaded the European Com- 
munity (EC) to revise its policy of 
antomatic introduction of tariffs 
whenever Gulf petrochemical 
exports overshoot their duty-free 


The Community has now pro- 
mised to consult the Gulf nations 
before making any move to imp- 
ose tariffs on petrochemicals. 

This is the first time that the 
Community hag promised to hold 
such a dialogue with the Gulf cou- 
ntries, although informal contacts 
have been made in the past 
The new procedure does not' 
guarantee, however, that the EC 
will refrain from im p o sing tariffs. 
Despite recent consultations od 
ethylene glycol, for instance, the 
EC imposed a 13.9 per cent tariff 
on Saudi exports of the product 
about 10 days ago. 

The promise of full con- 
sultations comes at the same time 


as an increase in the ECs annual 
duty-free ceiling for Gulf exports 
of petitK*eraicaJs, including met- 
hanol, polyethylene and ethylene 
glycol in 1986. 

£C officials deny accusations of 
protectionism, stating that they 
have been, and will continue to be, 
“Very flexible” in applying tariffs. 

Tne latest moves are d early des- 
igned to tone down trade tensions 
with the Gulf nations before both 
sides begin further talks aimed at 
pro during a wide-ranging trade 
vand economic cooperation agr- 
eement. 

But despite the symbols: ges- 
tures, the Community remains 
opposed to Gulf demands for 
complete duty-free access to Eur- 
opean markets. 

The new duty-free ceilings in

Comecon launches 
high-technology drive 


MOSCOW (R) - The Soviet 
Union and nine communist allies 
launched a 15-year programme 
Thursday to modernise their eco- 
nomies in areas from mic- 
roelectronics to atomic energy in 
an attempt to close the technology 
gap with the West. 

Prime ministers of the 10- 
nation trade bloc Comecon signed 
the accord, prepared during the 
last 12 months by Soviet officials, 
after a two-day summit in Mos- 
cow. 

The programme calls for more 
cooperation Comecon states in 
developing technology, spe- 
cialisation by individual 
member-countries in certain bra- 
nches of Industry, increased lab- 
our productivity and higher- - 
quality goods. 

Soviet scientists said the pro- 
gramme concentrated on five spe- 
cific areas — electronics, aut- • 
omisation of production, atomic 
energy, aider use of new ind- 
ustrial materials, and bio- 
' technology, especially as applied . 
to agriculture. ' 

Comecon groups the Soviet 
Union, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
East Germany, Hungary, Poland, 
Romania, Mongolia, Cuba and 
Vietnam. 

The Soviet Union, whose eco- - 
no ray dominates the bloc, has long 
pushed for greater economic int- 
egration among its members. The 


Gulf airlines to cut air fares 

BAHRAIN (R) —Three Gulf airlines —Gulf Air, Kuwaiti Airways 
and Saudia —have agreed to reduce airfares by up to 65 per cent for 
disabled, elderly and young nationals of the Gulf Cooperation. Cou- 
ncil (GCC), GCC officials said. They said the agreement, effective 
next summer, was readied at a meeting of dvfl aviation authorities 
from the GCCs six member states in Riyadh in November. The cuts 
will apply only to GCC nationals travelling within the six states — 
B ahrain , Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates. Passengers over 60 years old will pay 50 per cent of the 
normal return fare and those over 65 will pay 35 per cent. For* 
handicapped people, the fare mil be 50 per cent and nationals 
between 12 and 26 years old will pay 60 per cent.

PARIS (R) — Japan and West Germany are the two 
countries best-placed to lift world economic growth 
out of its current sluggish phase, senior economists 
of the Organisation for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) said Thursday. 


new agreement envisages direct | 
cooperation on areas from res- 
earch and development to pro- 
duction. 

The scientists, speaking at a 
news conference, said there were 
points of comparison between the ; 
1 5-year accord and the Eureka 
plan for technological progress 
which Western European cou- 
ntries arc developing. 

But they contrasted the Com- 
econ plan with the Reagan adm-> 
ioistration’s Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative (SOI), the proposal'for .res- 
earch into a space-based aoiti- 
missile system. 

“Our comprehensive pro- 
gramme has a peaceful character. 
Its main task is to increase the 
productivity of labour and to raise 
the spiritual and cultural life of 
people,'* Mr. Yevgeny Velikhov, 
vice-president of the. Soviet Aca- 
demy of Sciences said. 

Mr. Gury Marchuk, chairman 
of the Soviet State Committee for 
Science and Technology. . said 
Comecon would create* a new 
six-nation organisation, called 
Interrobot, to supervise pro-' 
duction of industrial robots. 

Mr. Marchuk said research and 
production under the new accord 
would be financed partly by out- 
lays from individual countries and 
partly by pooled funds which 
would be created for major pro- 
jects requiring bigger resources. 


In its latest six-monthly report 
on the 24-nation group’s eco- 
nomic prospects, the OECD said 
some countries could increase 
government spending or cut taxes 
to expand their economies, wit- 
hout sparking more inflation. 

“The country at the top of the 
list is Japan,’* Mr. Kjell Andersen. 
OECD country studies director, 
told a news conference. 

“If you look at West Germany 
... fiscal policy is moving towards a 
less restrictive stance — but some 
people think it could go further,’* 
added Mr. David Henderson, 
head of OECD’s economics dep- 
artment 

With European inflation now 
expected to average four per cent 
■next year, lower than was forecast 
six months ago, the report said 
growth could be boosted by cut- 
ting interest rates. 

“For every one percentage 
point of faster growth, we think 
you would see half a per cent off 
unemployment in Europe,”' 1 the 
report’s main author, Ar. John 
Llewellyn, co.ninented. 

Unempioyinent is expected to 
remain stubbornly high in many 
OECD countries unless there are 
significant policy changes. 

After surging 6.8 per cent in 
1984, growth in the United States 
win slow to only 23 per cent this 
year and will stay near that level 
through to mid-1987, it said. 

The forecast by the Paris-based 
.institution sharply contrasted with 
recent LJ.S. administration pre- 
dictions of a four per cent growth 
rate next year. 

Growth in Japan is falling fast as 
the rise of the yen hits exports, it 
said, and Western Europe on pre- 
sent policies will be unable to 
boost its performance from an 
unspectacular 2.25 per cent 
growth rate achieved over the past 
year. 

Overall gross national product 
growth in the OECD bloc is likely 
to hold at 2.75 per cent in 1986, 
unchanged from this year, and 
slow to 23 per cent in the first half 
of 1987. 

"The central projection is .... 
that after a largely technical acc- 
eleration throughout the OECD 
area in tire second half of 1985, 
real growth will return to a steady 
235 per cent to 2.75 percent rate 
up to mid 1987,’*the report said. 

The main problems racing the 
industrial countries — high une- 
mployment and massive payment 
imbalances —remain unsolved, it 
said. 

“The reasons for the forecasts 
of continuing weakness in the rec- 
overy lie in the imbalance (inc- 
luding) die inability of commodity 
producers to cushion any wea- 
kness in demand in the OECD 
areas, the external and fiscal def- 
icits of the U.S. and the ove- 
rvaluation of the dollar." 

Weak growth in U3. markets is 


likely to hurt both industrial and 
developing countries, since raw 
material producers rely on export 
opportunities to fund their mas- 
sive debts, the OECD said. 

Although last September's 
Group of Five agreement to lower 
the dollar and US. Treasury Sec- 
retary James Baker's plan to aid 
debtor countries showed awa- 
reness of the problems, they were 
not enough. 

“The challenge now is to follow 
through with appropriate ... pol- 
icies and a sustained effort to put 
the proposals on debt into pra- 
ctice ” the report said. 

Adding its weight to a series of 
recent calls for action, the OECD 
pinpointed Western Europe as the 
region best placed to pull the 
world economy out of the dol- 
drums. 

“There is a sizeable .uargin of 
spare labour and ... capital res- 
ources, mainly concentrated in 
Europe,” it said. 

Without openly criticising West 
Germany's cautious economic 
policy stance, the OECD made 
dear it saw Boon as the key to a 
more expansionary outlook. 

“Within Europe, the Ger.nan 
policy stance seems to put a higher 
premium on further inflation gains 
than elsewhere ... this influences 
policy in other European Mon- 
etary System countries,” it said. 

Faster growth in Europe would 
also be the key to balancing the 
US. trade deficit, it said. “Cha- 
nges in relative growth rates bet- 
ween the United States and its 
trading partners were important in 
creating the problem and would 
seem essential to a satisfactory 
solution.” 

Further dollar depreciation 
would help, and although the dan- 
ger of over-volatile currency and 
oil price shifts remained, “There 
has been on balance so.ne dim- 
inution of the risks,” the report 
said. 

Overall, the best way to sti- 
mulate demand in Europe would 
be to cut interest rates, the OECD 
said. Meanwhile, “the main task 
remains ... to bring down OECD 
unemployment without an acc- 
eleration of inflation.” 

Japan’s trade surplus 
will expand as 
economy slows 

The report noted that Japan's 
economic -growth will slow mar- 
kedly in the next 18 months, but 
trading partners should not count 
on any immediate relief from the 
huge payments and trade sur- 
pluses that have sparked an outcry 
in many Western capitals. 

The OECD said the recent yen 
appreciation and a slowing of exp- 
orts, notably to the United States, 
were the main reasons for the exp- 
ected lower growth. 

But the surpluses that have 


prompted protectionist threats in 
the United States and elsewhere 
will go on growing at least until 
mid-1986. A fall inJap art's import 
bOl. due to the higher yen, will 
more than offset the export slo- 
wdown, the report said. 

As a result, the OECD forecast 
the trade surplus would rise to ¥65 
billion in 1986 and early 1987 
Jiotn S54 billion this year. The 
current account surplus, a broader 
measure than trade of a country's 
overall performance, will rise to 
¥57 billion from S4S billion in the 
same period. 

But the yen's sharp rise, cou- 
pled with Tokyo's recent mea- 
sures to open its markets to for- 
eign goods, will give imports a 
strong boost in 1986 and eve- 
ntually slow export growth. 

The yen. has gained al.nost 20 
per cent against the dollar since 
September when the five lea Jing 
OECD economic powers agreeJ 
to bring the dollar down and boost 
the yen and West German .nark. 

The lower cost of imports and 
the fall in oil prices should push 
Japan's already low' inflation 
down further in 1986, with con- 
sumer prices rising only 1- Vi -per 
cent compared with 2- -per cent 
this year, the OECD forecast. 

Japan's traditionally high sav- 
ings rate is likely to be unchanged 
over the next year and a half, des- 
pite some 1 changes to social sec- 
urity contributions and criticism 
. from other governments that it is a 
major cause of low domestic dem- 
and. 

As the economy slows, so will 
private and business investment, 
though some sectors, such as 
high-technology and large com- 
panies. should i na in tain spending 
at “relatively buoyant” levels, the 
report said. 

“A najor risk to the forecasts 
remains the danger of pro- 
tectionist measures in Japan's 
major trading partners,” although 
Tokyo's agreeinent to the yen 
appreciation may have reduced 
the threat somewhat, the OECD 
said. 

Japan Is also expected soon to 
reform its tax structure, another 
major demand of its OECD par- 
tners, but details, are -not yet ava- 
ilable, the OECD said. 

U.S. economy seen 
running out of steam 

Detailing prospects for the U.S. 
economy the report said it will 
grow at a much slower rate over 
the next 18 months than Wasr 
hington's latest prediction of four 
per cent. 

- The OECD said U.S. domestic 
demand, buoyant this year, will 
fade as a three-year old recovery 
runs out of steam. 

Although exports wfll be boo- 
sted by a falling dollar, the eco- 
nomy as a whole is likely to grow 
by no more than 2.75 per cent next 
year and will edge back in the first 
half of 1987 to this year’s 23 per 
cent rate. 

The OECD said a recession was 
unlikely. But it wameJ that its 
predictions were clouded by unc- 
ertainty over U3. interest rates 
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ami the future of the dollar. ^ 

The dollar's tail since Sep- 
tember should eventually narrow 
the gaping U.S, trade deficit ant. 
help to spur industrial producttoi 
early next year, the OECD said. 

But the trade haemorrhage wil 
not be stopped completely wit 
hout faster growth in export mar 
kets. Meanwhile, imbalances ii 
the economy wil! still pose pro 
bleins. 

The U.S. current account defici 
of around SI 30 billion this yea 
will grow to near SI 45 billion ii 
1986 and despite improvements ii 
trade it may keep on rising bee 
ause of interest payments on ove 
rseas debt, it said/

They said seven oth- j 
ers had been rescued off the sou- 
thern island of Mindanao, where j 
the domestic cargo ship Glenda' 
capsized a day earlier. 

The 1,936-ton Glenda, which 
had a crew of 27, was transporting 
fertiliser from the island of Leyte 
to Davao City on Mindanao, 800 
kilometres south of Manila, when 
h foundered in heavy seas and 
poor visibility, the Coast Guard 
said. The remaining 20 are still 
missing. 

Six people have been confirmed 
dead in foe sinking of the Asu- 
ncion Cinco, which officials est- j 
imated was carrying about 200 
passengers. 

The Philippine News Agency 
reported that the waters where the 
ship sank, 161 kilometres south of 
Manila, are infested with sharks. - 
A Philippine Coast Guard off- 
iriaf, who declined to be named, 
said in a telephone interview that 
most of foe 55 survivors picked up 
by a UJS. Navy -chartered boat 
would be taken to Subic Bay U.S. 
Naval Base, SO kilometres north 
of Manila.

Cuban defector claims to have secrets 


MADRID (R) — A Cuban def- 
ector was quoted Friday as saying 
that Havana embassy officials 
tried to kidnap him on Dec. 13 
because they feared he would rev- 
eal secrets on foe Cuban economy. 

“It was a desperate kidnap att- 
empt which would have ended 
with ray execution,” Manuel Ant- 
onio Sanchez Perez said in an int- 
erview with the Madrid daily El 
Pais. 

“This desperate act was a result 
of their fear that I would sell or 
make available confidential eco- 
nomic information which I possess 
through the post I held,”' he 


added. 

He said foe assistant chairman 
of Cuba’s Central Bank, Jose Gar- 
da Pena, was tried and executed 
last year after Havana officials 
discovered a foreign bank account 
in his name. 

Spain last week expelled foe 
Cuban vice-consul in Madrid and 
three other Cuban embassy staff 
accused of trying to kidnap San- 
chez Perez at gunpoint outside a 
Madrid bank. 

Sanchez Perez. 50, a former 
vice-minister in foe Havana gov- 
ernment, applied for political asy- 


lum here on Nov. 18. 

He told El Pais that he had 
$500,000 in his Madrid bank acc- 
ount, which he said came from 
commissions on business dealings. 

He said Cuban officials were smu- 
ggling money out of foe country 
through a British-based firm. 

Sanchez Perez denied reports 
that he was a Cuban espionage 
agent. He said he decided to def- 
ect after reaching foe conclusion 
that “the Cuban economic and 
political system was not effective 
and failed to achieve its obj-

Doctor urges more animal organ transplants 


CHICAGO (R) — The Surgeon 
who one year ago implanted a 
baboon's heart into foe infant 
known as Baby Fae has said foe 
procedure has the potential for 
saving foe lives of thousands of 
infants bom with similar heart 
defects. 

The unidentified infant who 
received the walnut-sized bean 
died on Nov. 15, 1984, at Loma 
Linda University Medical Centre 
in California after living for 20 ' 
days.

WASHINGTON (R) — Alt- 
hough the next UJS. presidential 
election is still three years away, 
the abrupt early withdrawal of 
Edward Kennedy from the race 
could set off a scramble among 
Democratic hopefuls seeking to 
succeed Ronala Reagan in 1988. 

Senator Edward Kennedy, who 
has figured in every UJS. pre- 
sidential race since 1968, sur- 
prised the nation Thursday by 
announcing that he will not seek 
the Democratic nomination for 
president. 

In a boston television ann- 
ouncement, he said he was ste- 
pping aside because he believed 
he could be more effective in foe 
Senate than in foe White House. 
He acknowledged the decision 
meant be might never become, 
president of the United States. 

Alttnugh the 53-year-old lib- 
eral Massachusetts senator was 
not an official candidate for the' 
Democratic nommation, he had 
been considered the front-runner 
in a field of contenders which 
could widen now that he .has 
bowed out 

An aide to one potential can- 
didate who asked not to be named 
said Sen. Kennedy's early wit- 
hdrawal was a “wild card” likely 
to cause problems for the top 
Democratic contenders — Col- 
orado Senator Gary Hart and New 
York Governor Mario Cuomo. 

“It makes Hart the front-runner 
sooner than he wants to be and 
pots Cuomo in the spotlight bef- 
ore he’s ready for it,” foe aide 
said. 

But Senator Alan Cranston, the 
■California Democrat who tried 
unsuccessfully to become the 
party’s presidential standard- 
bearer in 1984, saw the removal of 
Sen. Kennedy from the race as a 
boost for Hart and Cuomo.
